AMERICAN AND BRITISH 
FLYERS HAVE ABOUT 
11,000 MILES MORE TO C0 


HREE American  round- 
T ine-worta planes, which left 

Santa Monica, Cal., March 
17 to fly around the world, 
yesterday reached Bagdad, Mes- 
opotamia. They have flown 
14,490 miles, or more than half 
their journey. They must flv 
approximately 11,000 miles to 
complete the aerial circumnavi- 
gation of the globe. In the 
past two days they have flown 
from Karachi, British India, to 
Bagdad with two stops en route 
for oil, a distance of 1575 miles. 

A. Stuart MacLaren, the 
British world flyer, left London 
March 25, with two compan- 
ions, and is now at Kasumigau- 
ra, Japan, 60 miles north of 
Tokio. He has flown approxi- 
mately 12,000 miles, or slightly 
more than half of his total 
mileage, 23,260. 

The Americans have taken a 
somewhat shorter route than 
MacLaren. Their mileage from 
Tokio to London being sched- 
| uled at approximately 10,500. 


AMERICAN FLYERS ONLY 965 
MILES FROM CONSTANTINOPLE 


Possible They May Reach It From) 
Bagdad With Two Hops in | 
Next Flying Day.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Offi- 
cials of the army air service and 
flying officers are jubilant over 
the cabled report that the Ameri- 
can world flyers arrived in Bag- 
dad, Mesopotamia, yesterday, aft- 
er a stop at Bushire, Persia, ‘cr. 
gasoline and oil. 

The next scheduled sto» is Al+y- 
po, Syria, on the Berlin-to-Bagiada 
railroad, a distance of 480 iniles. 
Should the flyers determine to 
make two hops they might reach 
the environs of Constantinople, a 
total distance of 965 miles frorn 
Bagdad. 

‘Army pilots are confident the 
flight would be speeded up m<as.- 
urably when the wheel-landing 
gear was substituted for neavy 
pontoons, at Calcutta. Lieut. 
Smith and his associaies have 
made good on this prediction by 
saving two days between Calcutt2 
and Bagdad. 

The actual flying time of the 
flight to Bagdad has not been re- 
ceived, but is estimated at ap- 
proximately 11 hours.

A police maxim often proven true 
fis that criminals and men accuased

On June 27 Mrs. Daisy Buckley. 
26 vears old, whose+parents live at 
£7225 Maiden lane. was fatally 
shot in a Chicago ‘bad iands” caba- 
ret, in what appeared;to the police 
to be a gang feud. Persons who 
aaw two men flee from the place in 
an automobile descrited them and 
a few minutes later men who an- 
ewered these deecrfptions were ar- 
rested in @ speeding machine. 

These men described themselves 
to their captors as Bernard 
Echwartz and Cari Huriey, but 
Schwartz was booked:also with the 
alias of Schulz. Mrs. Buckley per- 
sisted tn refusal to identify the 
prisoners as her assailants. before 
she died. Schwartz, with Hurley's 
collaboration wrote a letter to a 
friend in St. Leuis. Theat was his 


Perhaps the writer thought an 
fnnocent-sounding missive had been 
achieved, or perhaps he thought 
the Chicago pelice wouldn't scru- 
tinize their mall, though that seems 
unlikely in view of the circum- 
stances. The police did read it; 
they even read between the lines 
and concluded that one of their 
two prisoners was wanted for a 
crime in St. Louis. 

Instead of forwardimg the letter 
the Chicago police madled finger- 
prints of Schwartz and Hurley to 
Police Headquarters here. “Huh!” 
eaid BRertilion Superintendent Shea 
on Monday. “Schwartz and Hurley. 
fe it? They mean Benny Tessmer 
and . ‘Red Hoban. Teasmer! 
There's the bird that’s wanted for 
the murder of Nat Rabb&t.” 

For the tell-tale Diack curlicues 
printed by the Chicago prisoners’ 
fingers. when compared with rec- 
ords of the St. Louis police put the 
mames they gave there into the 
realm of aliases and showed up 
“Schwarts” as Tessmer and “Hur- 
ley” as Hoban. Tesemer is under 
indictment here for the murder of 
Nathaniel Rabbitt. grocer and sa- 
loonkeeper. on Feb. 25. since when 
Tesamer had been in parts un- 
known: Hoban is an ex-convict, 
having been convicted of robbery 
here. 

Letter to Another . 

Both men belong to “Jimmy 
Miller's gang.” whose hangout is 
Miller's saloon at Blair and Cass 
avenues. The letter they sought 
to send from Chicago was intend- 
eda for another Millerite. and seem- 
ingly they didn’t know this man is 
a convict in Michigan now. 

If “Schwartz” had not. given 
himeelf away in the ietter he 
would not now face the pros- 
pect of a return to St. Louis for 
trial. Yet, charged with one mur-

McAdoo Again Leads. 

The McAdoo forces pulled back 
into their column the votes that 
had drifted away to Ralston, with 
the effect that on the first night 
ballot McAdoo recovered the lead- 
ership from his.chief rival and 
again had more,than® oné-third of | 
the votes of the convention. 

It was then that the pall of hope- | 
lessness settled over the conven-| 
tion. It looked as if the roll calls 
would go on forever in the same 


that Brennan, Taggart, 
agreed, during the afternoon, 
should be given his head in a seri- 
ous run for the nomination. 

Missouri was one of ‘the states 
going for Davis, whom it had sup- 
ported in the earlier, premature 
drive staged by his supporters. 
Davis was pushed up from 68 votes, 
his afternoon standing. to a tota) of 
210 on the ninety-ninth ballot. 

Meantime, the Smith and Me- 
Adoo forces were gratifying their 
ancient grudge in the old familiar 
way. From the McAdoo and the 
Smith states came the responses 
that constant itération has burned 
into the memory and the troublhed 
dreams of all who havé had to 
listen to them. The outlook for a 
change was gloomy. 

In its foolish stage, the conven- 
tion heard and voted down a va- 
riety of motions, including one 
which proposed, with an infinity of 
detail, to put the Australia ballot 
system into effect. Some delegates 
talked about getting the conven- 
tion removed to Cleveland, and 
one man suggested the possibility 
of making the vice  presidentia! 
nomination first. 

Finally, early in the mornings, 
came a letter from McAdoo, ad- 
dressed to Chairman Walsh. It 
was read by the Clerk to a crowd 
grown. tensely silent. 


Double Meaning in Letter. 
McAdoo withdrew—at least the 


bulk of the audience and the Mc- 


the letter as a withdrawal. 
there was a double meaning in it. 
and some of the more zealous of 
the Californian'’s cohorts said that 
he had not withdrawn and they 
would keep on voting for him till 
next Christmas. 

McAdoo said that if he shoud 
withdraw he would betray a truxt 
that had been reposed in him. and 
yet, said the letter, he wanted his 
supporters to consider themselves 
free to act for the best interests 
of the party. One might read that 
as a withdrawal, or one might not. 

In effect, it was a withdrawal, as 
the whole atmosphere of the con- 
ference in which it was drawn up 
testified. McAdoo was done. The 
Smith challenge had born belated 
fruit. 

There was a bustie of prepara- 
tion for the 100th ballot. It had 
become known that the McAdoo 
contingent had decided to try to 
put over E. T. Meredith as Me- 
Adoo's heir. On the other aide 
were ranged ‘the Davis people, hop- 
ing. praying that the Smith forces 
would break to their man. The 
situation held the makings of an- 
other deadlock. 

On the 100th ballot the Smit 
delegates hung on, the Governor's 
vote staying about where it had 
been all ntght. They were fearful 
of a McAdoo coup and angered by 
the bitter, unyielding attitude of 
the die-hard delegations that con- 
tinued, with provocative belliger- 
ency, to vote for the Californian. 

Davis on this ballot scored 203% 
votes, which was lower than his 
standing on the previous ballot. He 
was now, however, the second man 
in the race, McAdoo having been 
cut to 190 votes. 

The drive for Meredith had at- 
tracted but small enthusiasm and 
only 75% votes—enough, however, 
to make him a contender. 

Good Vote for Walsh. 

A notable feature of the hun- 
dredth ballot was the number of 
votes cast for Senator Walsh of 
Montana. the permanent chairman 
of the convention. Without any or- 
ganized effort having been made 
on his behalf, he received 52% 
votes, the State of Washington giv- 
ing him its entire quota of 14. Ap- 
plause widely scattered over the 
floor and in the galleries greeted 
every announcement of a Walsh 
vote. 

The ballot showed no candidate 
within a mile of the two-thirds 
necessary to a choice or even to 
the half-way post. In these cir- 
cumstances the motion to adojurn 
was made. Bryan took the plat- 
form to second it, and his presence 
there brought on a tumult. 

Neither the chairman's gavel nor

The 
die-hard McAdoo telegates contin- 
ued to report their votes with 
evangelistic fervor and the multi- 
colored flags of the California del- 
egation continued to wave. 

Talking against Senator Waish's 
gavel, Fred T. Colter of Arizona 
roared out that after “all these 
days of voting he was going to keep 
on casting his ballot for McAdoo.” 
The ticket, said Colter, should be 
McAdoo and Walsh. 

Answer in the Balota. 

David Ladd Rockwell, the Mc- 
Adoo manager, was asked by thé 
Post-Dispatch what would be Mc- 
Adoo's answer to the Smith pro- 
posal. He had just come from a 
conference with J. Sruce Kramer 
and others of the McAdoo high 
command. , 

“The answer will be read in the 
ballots,” said Rockwell 

The crowd was all set for a 
break, but nothing of great moment 
happened on this, the ninety-fourth 
ballot.

Kansas Back to McAdoo. 

On the ninety-fifth ballot Mich- 
igan broke to John W. Davis with 
19 votes. Misesour!l followed suit 
with its 36, which had been going 
to Ralston. Kansas joined the pro- 
cession of states going back to Mc- 
Adoo. ° 

A poll of the Tennessee delega- 
tion showed that eight of the 24 
had left the trenches. 

In the course of a dispute over 
the unit rule one of the Tenneassee- 
ans said that by morning only 
three would be left. 

Chairman Walsh announced that 
a diamond pin, the loss of which 
had been the subject of an an- 
nouncement from the platform. had 
been found and returned to the 
owner by Patrolman Monahan.

tion Short to Return to Berlin.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Cutting 
short his vacation in this country, 
Ambassador Houghton will sail for 
Berlin Thursday on the North Ger- 
man IJoyd liner Columbus.

Houghton arrived in New York on 
the Leviathan last Tuesday.

SERVE AS EDITORS 


Provincial Prefects Are Di- 
rected to Prosecute Writ- 
ers Attempting to Dis- 
credit Country.

ROME, July 9.—Mussolini has 
decided his Government can func- 
tion better if the press is muzzled. 

At the first Cabinet council since 
the Government's partial recon- 
struction yesterday, regulation of 
the Italian press was ordered 
through application of the restric- 
tions the Premier drew up a year 
ago, but pigeonholed at King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel's request. 

Beginning today, Senators and 
Deputies will be unable to act as 
responsible editors of newspapers, 
for in their official positions they 
cannot be arrested without special 
vote of their legislative chambers. 

Ordered to Prosccute Editors. 

Provincial Prefects may, at their 
own discretion, quash the appoint- 
ments of responsible editors under 
the following circumstances: 

‘If the paper publishes false 
news, or if it publishes § articles 
tending to injure the country’s Tre- 
lations with forelzn powers, to In- 
jure national credit, alarm the 
population, incite class hatred or 
disobedience to the laws of the 
realm, or to insult the royal fam- 
ily, religion, or the Pope. 

For sch offenses the Prefect 
must bring action against the ot- 
fending fresponsible editor in the 
criminal courts. During Giolitt!'s 
prewar administration similar press 
restrictions existed. 

The opposition press ‘used its last 
night of liberty in a chorus of pro- 
test, blaming the Fascist press for 
the incitement of violence. It re- 
calls the Bourbon press law in 
France of 72 years ago. 


“Violation of LAberty of Press,’ Say 
Antifaacist Papers. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, July 9.—The decision of 
the Council of Ministers to put into 
immediate execution the rules re- 
lating to the press which Premier 
Mussolini drew up in July, 1923, is 
commented upon by the Rome 
newspapers, and all of them except 
the Fascist press protest against 
what they consider a violation of 
the liberty of the presrs. The Gior- 
nale d'Italia. however, declares 
that the order must be applied im- 
partially to the Fascist as well as 
the antifascist papers. 

For many years it has been the 
practice of the newspapers to ful- 
fill the letter, but not the spirit of 
the law requiring each editién to 
display the names of the persona 
responsible for what appears in the 
columns by publishing the name of 
some obscure or unimportant per- 
son, who thus is in a position to be 
made the scapegoat in case of 
trouble. : 

The new regulations instruct the 
Prefects to warn newspapers in 
case they publish false or misiead- 
ing news. 

Such warning will be issued aft- 
er hearing the opinion of a com- 
mission appointed for the purpose 
of investigating infractions of the 
law. A newspaper, dissatisfied 
with the decision of the commission 
and the Prefect, may carry its case 
to the Ministry of the Interior.

The board last night approved 
unanimoysly a recommendation 
for employment of the 8t. Louis 
orchestra for a series of five con- 
certs “to be given during the day 
school hours,” on dates to be 
agreed on between the Symphony 
Society and school superintendent. 


It is specified that the orchestra 
on these occasions must number at 
least 65 players and that Rudolph 
Ganz, conductor, shall direct the 
school concerts. The cost, it is 
provided, shall not exceed $1000 
per concert, “provided a syitable 
hall, seating not less than 2000 
children, can be secured for such 
use without additional expense to 
the board.” 

Ganz to Compose Special Music. 

Eugene M. Hahnel, suptrvisor of 
music of the public schools, said 
that Conductor Ganz, who is in Eu- 
rope now, would be considered a 
member of the school music facul- 
ty. Ganz, a pianist of note and 
composer, plans to compose music 
especially for children this summer, 
with these concerts in mind. Some 
of the works may be cycles repre- 
senting moods ef child life—fairy 
tales, for instance—or animal life. 
“I think these concerts will be 
considered an annual factor in mu- 
sical education,” Supervisor Hah- 
nel sald. “Mr. Ganz and the music 
department will co-ordinaté the 
programs and the course of study 
of musical appreciation in the 
schools. Selections played by’ the 
orchestra will be studied by the 
children in advance. 


“It is not determined where the 
concerts will be held. The largest 
school auditorium is at Cleveland 
High, seating about 2000, but the 
concerts will not be given there 
because it is too far away for the 
majority of children. The Coll- 
seum has been suggested, so that 
children could attend more than 


I understand 
the idea is that the total cost of 
each concert, including the hall. 
will be $1000. 
Favors Nominal 

“I don't know what plans are in 
mind about admission arrange- 
ments, Personally I favor charg- 
ing a nominal fee—perhaps 10 
cents a concert or a small sum for 
the series—because what we pay 
for we appreciate, but what we get 
for nothing we deprecate. Probably 
one concert a month will be given 
. the series, starting in Novem- 
er.” 

On Christmas day, 1921, the 
Post-Dispatch announced as a 
Christmas gift to the school chil. 
dren of the city the firat series of 
Symphony Orchestra concerts for 
their especial benefit and enjoy - 
ment. Widespread interest was 
aroused, not the least of which was 
evinced by the children. Pupils of 
public and parochial schools, of 
grammar and high school grades, 
were admitted, tickets being dis- 
tributed at drug stores throughout 
the city. The concerts were given 
at the Missouri Theater on Satur- 
day morning, in 1922. The fifth 
and last of the series was for ne- 
gro children.

Generally Praised. 7 

Again in 1923 and early this year 
sympheny concerts for children 
|were given by the Post-Dispatch 
under similar conditions. Leaders 
in the musical and educational 
world here and elsewhere praised 
this plan for bringing music of the 
best kind to the children. Persons

A. V. Lashly Recommends 
Adoption of the Policy 
in St. Louis County. 


The action of Federal Judges 
Davis and Faris, “in denying re- 
lease on appeal bonds to persons 
convicted of crime, was commend- 
ed by Arthur V. Lashly, former 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
County, in a talk at Maplewood 
Raptist Church last night. 

“A little of this kind of medicine 
applied to the alien law-breakers 
in St. Louls County,” Lashly said, 
“would soon put down the saying 
that ‘every little bush has a still- 
of its own.’ ” 

View of Criminal Procedure. 
Lashly, who is chairman of the 
special crime committee of the 
Missouri Bar Association, reviewed 
the recent recommendations of the 
committee, that a revision of crim- 
inal law and procedure in this State 
be undertaken. He said most of 
the trial Judges are men of 
strength and intelligence, who seek 
the enforcement of the laws. 

“It is not often the fault of the 
trial Judge,” he said, “that a guilty 
criminal is allowed to escape, but 
the trial court is hampered by the 
procedural laws which give to the 
defendant such great advantage 
over the State in the trial of a 
criminal cage. Much complaint, 
too, has been lodged against the 
appellate courts because of rever- 
sails of convictions on technicalities, 
but an examination of the decisions 
of the Missouri! appellate courts 
will demonstrate two things—first, 
that practically all reversals of con- 
victiong on so-called technicalities 
have been justified by precedent 
and by a proper construction of the 
procedural laws in effect, all of 
which are binding upon the courts 
in their consideration of the case.

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DOG DAYS. 

With the coming of Dog Days we have the an- 
nual agitation for precautions against rabies. This 
year it takes the form of a proposal to vaccinate al! 
the dogs in the city. It is claimed that Japan has 
found this method of guarding against hydrophobdia 
a success. But how to locate all the dogs, register 
them and inoculate them is the question. Hun- 
dreds of dog owners evade the dog license ordi- 
nance. And when the Board of Health finds it aéd- 
visable, because of an outbreak of rabies, te order 
the muzziling of all dogs, most dogs go unmuzzied. 
because there is no organized effort to enforce the 
order, and the dog owners resent it. 

If Dr. Starkloff. Health Commissioner, and Dr. 
Gradwohi of the Pasteur Institute can point out a 
method by which the vaccinating order ordinance 
they suggest can be enforced, they should do sa. Dr. 
Willett, the City Bacteriologist, thinks it cannot be 
done. Rabies is a dreadful disease, and if it can 
be stamped out by a fine for ignoring the muzziling 
ordinance it would be worth the effort. :

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THE ENEMY AT THE GATE 

Staphylococcus is the scientific name of the death- 
dealing germ which causes blood poisoning. It is 
ene of the class of scavenger bacteria whose chief 
use is to cause the dissolution of dead anima! tissue 
and thus remove such tissue, changing it into harm- 
less gases and chemicals. But when it gets access 
inte a living body. through even a slight skin abra- 
sion, it proceeds to multiply enormously, producing 
a poison which may be fatal in a few hours if un- 
checked. 

It should be generally recognised that this and 
other disease-producing organisms are always ready, 
I!ke an enemy at the gate, to invade the human sys- 
tem. Im this case of the staphylococcus, the skin 
is Mike an impassable wall, shutting out the enemy. 
But a break in the skin affords access. And in or- 
der to prevent any mischief, such breaks must be 
kept chemically clean, by well known disinfectants. 
while the process of healing closes the gate. Disre 
card of these precautions may be fatal. 


Edward A. Filene, well-known Boston merchant. 
discusses the future of the department store and the 
chain store, in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, and warns 
the independent retail storekeeper that the growth 
of the chain store will compel the adoption of this 
idea by all retailers, the alternative being ruin for 
these who will net get into the chain. 

This discussion is of vital interest to the dis 
tridbuter ef the world’s products, but the effect upon 
the consumer should be to ask himself what effect 
the transformation of the independent storekeeper 
into a member of a chain-store system will have upon 
him, as regards prices. Uniless he, too, can learn to 
co-operate and unite his interest with the interest of 
other consumers, the conversion of the present retai] 
system into a universal chain system will probably 
enabie the retailer te “soak” the consumer, without 
any recourse oa his part. 

Cooperation is the only solution to the consum- 
er's problem. Chain buying systems should suggest 
chain purchasing systems. Consumers in Europe have 
learned to coeperate, with great profit to them- 
selves. The American consumer would do well to
